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PREFACE . 


A new  book  is  generally  considered  imperfect  without 
a preface ; but  in  the  present  instance,  where  scissors 
and  paste  have  been  the  chief  editorial  implements — 
not  a line  of  the  volume  having  been  composed  by 
himself — the  author  of  this  compilation  lays  no  claim 
to  literary  merit,  and  feels  that  beyond  a brief  state- 
ment of  his  reasons  for  publishing  his  work,  nothing 
is  here  necessary. 

Some  years  ago  he  happened  to  meet  with  a copy 
of  “ A Complete  Index  to  Dr.  Watts’  Psalms  and 
Hymns ; wherein  Reference  is  had  to  each  Line  of 
the  Works,  and  the  Whole  digested  into  an  Easy  and 
Natural  Alphabetical  order,  agreeable  to  the  Index  to 
the  First  Lines  of  each  Psalm  and  Hymn.  By  David 
Guy,  of  Rye,  in  Sussex,  1773  <fc  4,”  the  sight  of  which 
gave  definite  form  to  a thought  long  present  with  the 
compiler  of  this  manual — viz.,  that  besides  what 
is  afforded  by  the  indices  usually  appended  to  the 
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Wesleyan  Hymn  Book,  some  help  in  finding  particular 
passages  in  that  collection  would  be  very  acceptable 
to  a large  number  of  his  brethren  throughout  the 
Methodist  Connexion,  who  love  their  hymn  book, 
and  use  it  so  extensively  in  their  public  and  private 
devotional  exercises.  It  has  frequently  happened  to 
himself  that  some  portion  of  a verse,  suitable  for  a 
purpose  then  in  view,  presented  itself  to  his  mind, 
when,  being  unable  to  recall  the  preceding  lines,  such 
a volume  as  the  present  appeared  to  him  to  be  a 
necessity.  Sometimes,  also,  he  saw  or  heard  a line 
quoted  which  he  would  gladly  have  associated  with 
its  context,  but  was  prevented  by  its  not  being  the 
beginning  of  a hymn  or  verse ; and  on  one  occasion 
in  particular,  this  want  was  so  'painfully  felt  by 
himself  and  others,  that  it  still  lingers  in  his  remem- 
brance. A young  relative,  evidently  drawing  near  to 
death,  asked  him  to  read  a hymn,  of  which  he  quoted 
a couplet.  There  were  several  other  relatives  present, 
but  not  one  of  them  could  find  the  hymn  desired. 
The  dying  youth  then  took  the  book,  to  search  for  the 
hymn,  but  before  he  had  found  the  place  the  summons 
came — he  expired  in  the  attempt. 
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The  compiler  naturally  supposed  that  many  others 
shared  his  own  desire  for  such  assistance  as  is  here 
rendered,  and  this  idea  has  been  confirmed  by  finding 
that  the  late  Rev.  John  Kirk  had  considered  the 
desirability  of  publishing  a Concordance  to  the 
Methodist  Hymn  Book,  and  even  commenced  the 
task  of  preparing  one,  which,  however,  other  claims 
upon  his  time  compelled  him  to  relinquish.  The 
Rev.  J.  Julian  also  prepared  a Concordance  to 
Wesley’s  Hymns,  and  advertised  its  publication ; 
but,  apparently,  owing  to  his  leaving  the  Wesleyan 
Ministry  for  that  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  work 
was  never  issued.  Some  years  ago,  Mr.  James 
Stelfox,  the  well-known  hymnologist,  in  a letter  to 
the  Methodist  Recorder , urged  the  compilation  of  such 
a work ; yet,  strange  to  say,  no  Lineal  Index  or  Con- 
cordance to  Wesley’s  Hymns  has  yet  appeared,  whilst 
Dr.  Watts’  Psalms  and  Hymns,  although  used  bv  a 
very  much  smaller  number  of  persons,  have  twice 
been  thought  worthy  of  alphabetical  arrangement ; 
there  being  in  addition  to  the  above-named  work  by 
Guy,  another  Lineal  Index  to  Watts,  issued  some 
time  ago  by  Dr.  Rippon. 
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This  work  would  have  been  set  about  long  ago,  but 
knowing  that  a new  edition  of  the  Hymn  Book  was 
intended,  the  author  thought  it  best  to  wait  its 
appearance.  Since  that  event,,  he  has  given  most  of 
his  leisure  time  to  the  task  now  completed.  Ho  pains 
have  been  spared  to  make  the  book  as  complete  and 
as  perfect  as  possible ; every  line  in  the  printer’s  proof 
has  . been  verified  from  the  Hymn  Book,  and  every 
line  in  the  book  discovered  in  the  proof.  The  only  % 
object  of  the  work  is  usefulness,  and  therefore  the 
compiler  ventures  to  present  the  result  of  his  labours 
to  the  societies  and  congregations  throughout  the 
Methodist  Connexion ; trusting  that  to  preachers, 
leaders,  and  others,  it  will  prove  a useful  and  valuable 
companion,  and  become  their  indispensable  assistant 
in  the  use  of  that  valuable  body  of  divinity  and 
thesaurus  of  quotation — The  Wesleyan  Hymn  Book.
